"The Emperor of China to the Pres- 


ident of the United States of America— 
Greetings: The joyful tidings respect- 
ing the satisfactory issue of the peace 
negotiations between Japan and Rus- 
sia having been received by all friendly 
governments with profound gratifica- 
tion, we congratulate you, Mr. Pres- 
ident, upon the success of your ef- 
forts to bring the relations of the 
neighboring powers concerned Into 
harmony, and to promote the welfare 
of mankind. With the cessation 
of 


hostilities and the establishment of a 
gbod understanding, we earnestly hope 
that all nations will hereafter enjoy 
the fruits of peace without interrup- 
tion to the end that three Manchurian 
provinces of China may be blessed with 
complete trancjuillty and lasting wel- 
fare, to the benefit o£ the whole world. 


"Her Majesty, the Empress Dowager 


of China, being mindful of the friend-

"A careful inspection shall be imme-

This superior- 
ity galls the Tartars and increases 
their hatred. This outbreak was pre- 
dicted almost to a day three months 
ago, but the government forbade the 
organization of private militia for the 
protection of property. The losses are 
so great that they will be felt all over 
Russia.

German Troubles in Africa. 


There is ample cause for the grave concern which is bein 


-manifested throughout South Africa in the many disasters whic 
have been inflicted upon the Germans in the 
Southwest. 
Th 


gravest danger lies in the possibility that the natives of both th 
British and Portuguese possessions, emboldened by the success o 
the revolting natives in the German colonies, may also consider th 
time propitious for an uprising. The situation is particularly deli 
cate in Cape Colony. For many miles the British border in South 
west Africa marches with that of Germany, and many of the hostil 
natives are frequently driven across the frontier. There is a well 
defined suspicion on the part of the Germans that the revolting na 
tives are being secretly assisted by the British government. Thi 
theory seems hardly tenable. As a matter of fact, the English ar 
more than anxious that the uprising in the German possessions b 
promptly ended. They do not dare, however, to either lend assist 
ance or even display partiality, for fear, that the natives of Cap' 
Colony, who are in open sympathy with the hostiles, should also ris< 
in rebellion. 


The apparently interminable character of the war is beginning 


to cause expression of extreme dissatisfaction in Germany. Nearlj 
two years have been consumed in the effort to quell the uprising 
The campaign has necessitated an outlay of nearly one hnndrec 
millions of dollars. Within the past few weeks more than two 
hundred officers and men have been killed and wounded. The tota 
German loss of life since the beginning of the rebellion exceeds 
1,000, and among the large numbers who have been invalided home 
because of disease the greater portion have been classed as perma- 
nent invalids. 


These are the chief causes of the discontent which is being 


manifested at home, where the thrifty Germans are becoming im- 
pressed with the unprofitable character of distant colonies.

Russia's Credit in Time of War. 


Among the many rumors which have come out of the treaty 


negotiations at Portsmouth, concerning the arguments used by 
President Roosevelt to prevent a rupture between the plenipoten- 
tiaries, the most remarkable is that he advised the Japanese envoys 
that they ought to make peace because Russia beaten was consider- 
ed a better financial risk than Japan victorious. 
Commenting upon 


this alleged fact the Minneapolis Journal, after reviewing at length 
the financial history of Russia from the time of Catherine until the 
present day, has the following to say: 


"In 1902 Russia owed at home and abroad, according to M. 


Witte's own reports, something over 8,500,000,000 roubles. 
Against 


these he placed private liabilities and deducted safe governmental 
investments and reduced the unsecured debt to 1,882,000,000 roubles. 
But in making his deductions he put the railroads in at their cost 
instead of at their earning capacity. Inasmuch as they were not 
earning anything, but were a charge on the treasury, the fallacy of 
his figures on the net debt is readily seen. The operations in the 
Orient have enormously increased Russia's debt, and if it is true 
that she is today considered a better financial risk than Japan, then 
there must be something seriously wrong with the Japanese financial' 
system. 


It is true that Japan has only a small revenue compared with 


Russia, but she has also a comparatively small debt. The only 
other fact which could make Russia a better risk is that Russia is 
certain to pay her interest, while the Japanese have a reputation for 
repudiation of their obligations. Foreigners have often remarked 
that between the Chinese and the Japanese merchants there is the 
wide margin between men absolutely honest and men almost abso- 
lutely dishonest. It is not to be supposed, however, that the private 
characteristics of the Japanese could govern the imperial treasury, 
especially when the exchequer had to deal with such countries as 
England."

In large wooden block letters, ths 
gilt on -which has been tarnished, are the 
words: "College HaU."

These letters have, for some time past, 


been 
attracting considerable attention 


from the students of the University of 
California, and in a speotal manner from 
several of the fraternities which are there 
established. 
Several attempts have been 


made to secure possession of them by ap- 
peals to their owner, C. H. King-, but thus 
far the appeals have been In vain. 


RELIC OF FIRST UNIVERSITY. 


The secret of the desire of the frater- 


nities for these old tarnished letters la 
the interest which attaches to them as 
souvenirs of tha days when the University 
of California was In Its inclpiency and 
when the nucleus from which it has 
grown to Its present proportions was lo- 
cated In the structure now used 
as a 


stable and upon the walls of which these 
letters hang 


The words "College Hall," accordingly, | 


which once Indicated a feature of the 
genesis of the University, now act as a 
misnomer and in the estimation of many 
friends, young and old, of the gpeat insti- 
tution of learning supported by the State, 
are sadly out of place upon a structure 
which, no matter how elevated Its pur- 
pose once may have been. Is now de- 
voted to more humble uses.

I may be prejudiced a 
little, it is true, because of a feeling o£ 
friendship for the Battler, but I cannot 
see Britt beating Nelson in a contest 
which is virtually the same as a. fin- 
ish. 
Notwithstanding the high opinion 


I have for Lynch's Judgment in mat- 
ters pertaining to the prize ring, I will 
have to stick to the fighting Dane.

ENGLISH COMMENT ON THE 


AflERICAN NATIONAL GAME 


A recent comment by a 
London 


newspaper upon the American game of 
baseball has brought forth 
an ava- 


lanche of protest on this side. 


When the English writer In question 


admits with a delightfully patronizing 
air that baseball Is "a really flne 
game," he alms the main shaft of his 
criticism at the "offensive noisiness" 
of our national game. He finds fault 
with the crowd which nags the play- 
ers, 
with the players who shout at the 


batter, with the coaches who try to 
rattle the pitchers, with the "diabol- 
ical din" of the bleachers and with the 
whole crowd for "Jumping upon" the 
umpire. 
Everybody knows there Is a tenden- 
cy among Americans to make too 
much noise. 
Some place must me provided re- 
mote from the heart of the city, where 
the population may gather and relieve 
itself of the irrepressible desire to 
make a noise. 
The baseball park is 
just such a place, and the baseball 
game furnishes the gentle stimulus 
under which the citizen promptly and 
adequately unburdens himself. 
Anyone who has studied a baseball 
crowd as it has dispersed after an ex- 
citing game will testify to the quiet, 
almost funereal, demeanor of the peo- 


ple. 
Whether tueir team won or lost, 
the crowd is quiet. It has emptied it- 
self of noise, and feels Infinitely bet- 
ter. 
Nerves that were 
overcharged 
with the electricity of modern life are 
relaxed, soothed and refreshed. Im- 
agine what the city would have been 
if that pentup roar had burst down 
town instead of in the baseball park: 
The racket would have been infernal 
and Intolerable. 
It Is easy to understand that the 
London paper would enjoy a silent 
baseball game. 
That would be the 
English style. They prefer solemnity 
and gloom, like all people who take 
their pleasure sadly. We can almost, 
not quite imagine a silent baseball 
game, with the umpire's deferential 
suggestions, rather than decisions, the 
polite and unanimous acquiescence of 
the crowd 
In 
the 
Judgments, 
the 
bleachers crowded 
with 
urbane AI- 
phonses and Gas tons Intent upon pre- 
serving silence and decorum, the root- 
ers plying their trade by exchanging 
cards upon which are printed appro- 
priate criticism* of the players, and 
the coaches standing by the side lines 
steeped In thought. We say we can 
almost imagine such a scene, but we 
cannot set It within the confines of 
the United States. It would natural- 
ly be set within the lugubrious, rainy, 
.dreary, wretched, depressing British 
Isles.
